What questions are asked on the questionnaire? 

“The questions are basic. Five people out of six 
will receive the short form which asks about race, 
origin, age, marital status, whether you rent or own 
your residence, the number of rooms, etc. The longer 
form asks additional questions on ancestry, employ¬ 
ment, education, income, type of housing, utilities, 
and so on,” Mallen said.

CAG breaks ground for expanded facility

Excitement is “building” at Foothill Creative 
Arts Group in Sierra Madre as expansion of the 
facility finally becomes a reality. The long-awaited 
groundbreaking on Feb. 5 was attended by friends 
and supporters of the group and by members of 
the community of Sierra Madre. 

The addition will include four modern class¬ 
rooms, two new restrooms, a new kiln room, 
and seven parking spaces. Each classroom will have 
its own sink and storage area and will be illuminated 
by skylights for an airy, spacious atmosphere. 

This new construction is the culmination of years 
of planning and fund-raising by CAG sponsors, 
students, teachers and artists; and it celebrates 29 
years of service to the children, adults, and seniors 
of the San Gabriel Valley. 

Generous donations to the building fund have 
made this dream come true, but financial contri¬ 
butions will need to complete the project. Names 
of donors of $25 or more will be included in a 
special work by artist Lynn Van Dam, and contri¬ 
butions of $100 or more will be honored on a per¬ 
manent plaque to be installed in the building itself. 

Classes and workshops will be on-going during 
construction and the gallery and gift shop will 
also remain open during the hours of 9 to 5, Monday 
through Friday.

are to be sworn to confidentiality previous to those 
dates before an authorized bureau official,” Mallen 
told The News Monday. 

About a week before Census Day (Apr. 1, 1990) 
Sierra Madre households will receive these question¬ 
naires by mail. “It is imperative that you fill 
out the questionnaires as soon as possible. Your in¬ 
put is very important. And remember, personal in¬ 
formation is totally confidential. In fact, the results 
will be locked up for 72 years — until 2062,” 
Mallen reiterated. 

“County funds that I deal with provide senior 


naires are combined with those from other question¬ 
naires to produce statistical totals for various geo¬ 
graphical areas. “It is these combined numbers, not 
your personal answers, that are published and put to 
thousands of uses such as how many seats your state 
will have in the U.S. House of Representatives. 
States use these numbers to allocate seats in their 
legislatures.” 

Sierra Madre City Council passed Resolution 
89-49 in October of last year which declares Sierra 
Madre’s intention of promoting and supporting the 
1990 census.

Local man to train for 1992 
Pentathlon; needs funds

Russia has secrets that a young man from 
Sierra Madre intends to steal. His weapons con¬ 
sist of a .22 caliber pistol and a sword known as 
an epee. He’s a fast and fit runner and swimmer. 
His name is Helgeson. John llelgeson. 

This may sound like a quote from an Ian 
Fleming novel jacket, but it’s the true lite story of 
a potential Olympian, lor John Helgeson is taking 
dead aim at a 1992 Olympic Pentathlon medal. 

A 1982 Pasadena High School Honors graduate 
(3.95 GPA) and track team member, John, 26, be¬ 
gan training for the Modern Pentathlon in 1984. 
After training for a year and a half, he decided 
to go back to school at U.C. Berkeley where he 
earned his B.A. in International Political Economy, 
again an honors graduate with a 3.9 GPA. 

He credits his mother, Ann Kennedy, a Santa 


Rosa literature teacher, with instilling in him the 
importance of education. John feels that his educa¬ 
tion will most certainly give him a firmer platform 
for his next step in life after the Olympics, be it 
law school or business. 

But since May of 1989, this intense athlete 
has devoted his life to training. “Training has be¬ 
come my life’s work,” he explains. “You have to 
eat, sleep and dream training.” 

Since he is training for the Pentathlon, John 
must eat, sleep and dream running, swimming, 
shooting, fencing and horseback riding. 

The history of the Pentathlon began in 708 
B.C. to contest the athletic skills of soldiers. Early 
Pentathletes competed in broadjumping, javelin 
throwing, running, discus throwing, and wrestling. 
In 1912, Baron Pierre de Coubertin instituted the

An estimated 620,000 children un¬ 
der the age of 5 will be accidentally 
poisoned this year in the United States 
as the result of ingesting toxic house¬ 
hold substances and drugs and medi¬ 
cines not meant for their use, 
according to the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter National Safety Council. 

In connection with the national ob¬ 
servance of Poison Prevention Week, 
which begins on Mar. 18, the Safety 
Council offers the following poison 
prevention tips: 

— Always store toxic products and 
medicines away from where food is 

kept. Children may associate one sub¬ 
stance w ith the other. 

— Keep all products in original con¬ 
tainers, with labels intact. Never put to¬ 
xic products in beverage bottles. 

— Keep household chemicals and medi¬ 
cines locked up, if possible. 

— When using toxic products, always 
keep them in sight. As soon as you are 
finished with them, return them to a safe 
storage area. 

— When an accidental poisoning oc¬ 
curs, do not wait for a reaction. Call 
the nearest Poison Control Center or a 
physician immediately.

Implementing a downtown revitalization 
program mix combining elements from two 
strategies is what Economic Research Associates 
(ERA) recommends. 

“The consultant recommends ... the 
short-term targets of rehab and infill defined 
in Alternative No. 2, ‘Revitalization/Re¬ 
development,’ and the intermediate-term ob¬ 
jectives of Alternative No. 3, ‘Land Use Ex¬ 
change and Reuse.’ 

“The program components short term 
(three to five years) would be: 

— URM building code conformance/moderni¬ 
zation technical and limited financial assistance 
for, say, 15 to 20 structures, when found feasible. 

— Infill development of underutilized parcels, 
emphasizing, creation of retail space and eating 
establishments for, say, four to six structures, 
where found feasible. 

— Authorization of infill office developments 
on the industrially zoned properties along East 
Montecito Avenue (not an Agency financial 
participation priority). 

— Initiation of a Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict to be funded by the owners and tenants, 
which limited Agency or City funding of district 
formation costs.” 

For the intermediate term of six to 12 
years, ERA recommends: 

— “Positive financial participation by the 
Agency (Community Redevelopment Agency — 
CRA) in new developments which combine ad¬ 
jacent and contiguous parcels in order to make

Galileo is an unmanned spacecraft mission to 
explore the planet Jupiter, its satellites and its 
magnetosphere.

In 1973, the Sierra Madre Environmental 
Action Council developed and presented the 
first Nature Awareness field trips for third 
graders in the Sierra Madre area. From that 
lime, over 3(X) children, with their teachers, 
have been led up the trail to Bailey 
Canyon and have discovered some of the secrets 
of the natural world of Chaparral, Oak Wood¬ 
land and Streamside communities. 

The main objectives of the trips, from the 
perspective of SMEAC and the trained docents, 
have been to engender excitement, wonder and 
appreciation of the fascinating world of nature 
so close to their own homes, and to teach 
respect and responsibility for that world. 

Bailey Canyon Wilderness Park (the park 
above the check dam) was dedicated as a Wil¬ 
derness Park on June 11, 1967. The foothill 
fire of 1963 had made a major mess of the Oak 
Woodland area, and in the spring of 1967, 
hundreds of young people from many dif¬ 
ferent youth organizations cleaned up the can¬ 
yon. Two Sierra Madre Girl .Scout troops set 
out the two self-guided nature trails. 

Much change has come to the little can¬ 
yon since the dedication of the park. Subse¬ 
quent fires and heavy rains have continued 
the wearing away of fragile terrain. Man 
made detlection channels have brought dis¬ 
astrous cutting away, and the recent installa¬ 
tion of a water line across the canyon has 
thoughtlessly brought further unnecessary 
damage. 

Regardless of its condition now or in the 
future, Bailey Canyon remains an excellent 
classroom for children and adults alike where 
they can gel to know better these unusual 
ancient-young mountains, the whys and hows 
of life and terrain there, the peace and quiet 
that can be achieved “just around the corner,” 
and an appreciation of how very fortunate we 
all are to have these mountains so close for 
all to enjoy.

You can call him 
Ricardo or you can call 
him l.incoln, Lincoln 
Bond.

Bottd, a magician by 
profession, was gi'en 
the name Ricardo at 
birth, but some 10 years 
ago, he legally changed 
his name for a role 
played by William Hol¬ 
den in “Toward the 
Unknown.’’ 

Within the next few 
months. Bond will take 
off on a world tour of 
the largest magic show in 
the svorld. He has signed 
up for one year of 
a five-year plantied 
tour that will take 
him as the solo magician 
in a show that includes 
13 dancers, a white Ben¬ 
gal tiger and 20 tons of 
magic propos to Japan 
for the first nine months. 

The troup will put on 
the two-hour show done 
to music with almost no 


dialogue, explains the 
4 3 - y c a r - o I d Bon d 
who began doing magic 
as a 6-year-old after he 
was inspired by a magi¬ 
cian on the l:d Sullivan 
Show. He borrowed 
books from the library 
to learn the trade and 
soon was posting notices 
in local markets: ‘‘Magi¬ 
cian for hire.” 

He took a break 
from magic and went to 
Los Angeles City 
College and Cal State 
Los Angeles to study 
police science and 
criminology. He thought 
he wanted to go into the 
F'BI, before he 
realized that “magic was 
more fun.” 

An original effect 
created by Bond in¬ 
volved a champagne 
bottle from which he 
fills a glass and causes 
an animated glass to 
‘‘float.” 

Bond has done spe¬ 
cials on television in 
Japan and Canada, has 
worked local magic clubs 
and cruise ships. For two 
consecutive years he 
won State Magician of 


the Ye. r honors at the 
Magic Castle. Ihere he 
met actor Cary Cirant, 
who made a pr)int of go¬ 
ing back stage to meet 
the magician. “Kind-a 
high moment for me,” 
said Bond. 

A bout with can¬ 
cer caused a seven- 
year break in his 
magic before he be¬ 
gan pursuing ati acting 
career and taking a job 
as secretary and personal 
aide to Forest Acker¬ 
man, known as Mr.

Local man to train for 1992 
Pentathlon; needs funds

Modern Pentathlon to simulate the skills necessary 
for a military courier who might have encountered 
problems along the route of his mission, poten¬ 
tially affecting the outcome of a battle. 

The mock scenario; The courier rides a hprse 
which is shot out from under him. He fights the 
oncoming enemy with his sword, which breaks. He 
then shoots his way clear, whereupon he reaches a 
river. He swims across, then runs cross-country to 
deliver his message. Thus, the Modern Pentath- 
lete must excel in five completely different disciplines, 
requiring a more well-rounded athlete than even 
the much-publicized track and field Decathlon. 

John’s focus now is on fencing. An event in 
which experience is a major advantage, the novice 
swordsman has defeated prestigious opponents with 
three, four, even lO years’ experience. John has 
been fencing since October of 1989 at Salle de Nord 
fencing club. 

‘‘Johnny is a phenomenal find!” enthuses his 
fencing master, Maitre (meaning “Master” and pro- 
nouned “met”) Mel North. “He’s only been fencing 
four months, but he has the academic level of four 
years.” 

Praise from Maitre North is not to be taken 
lightly. His accomplishments are much too extensive 
to list entirely. Among his many credits, he was head 
fencing coach at UCLA for 15 years between 1961 
and 1982, fencing master to all major film studios 
(trainees include Neil Diamond, Alan Alda, and 
Frank Langella as “Zorro”), and coach and con¬ 
sultant to many U.S. and foreign fencing teams. His 
students have won innumerable championships at 
every level — high school, collegiate, internation¬ 
al, and professional. 

Maitre North knows talent. Maitre North refers 


to Johnny Helgeson as “a very, very talented ath¬ 
lete who will most certainly be a major asset to the 
Olympic team.” 

Maitre North has arranged for John to travel 
to the U.S.S.R. in early April. With glastnost in full 
swing, the Soviets have extended an invitation to 
America to exchange ideas and methods of training 
Olympic athletes. John would have the opportunity 
to make out like a proverbial bandit in this ex¬ 
change. The U.S.S.R. is consistently superior in the 
Pentathlon, in general, and fencing, in particular. 
The Soviets have won four Modern Pentathlon team 
gold medals, while the U.S. won a silver medal in 
1984, when the Soviets were boycotting. 

Lhe experience of practicing with the world 
class athletes of the Soviet Union would prove vital 
to John at this stage. Unfortunately, the job of 
training doesn’t pay the bills, nor does it earn the 
$2700 needed to fund this invaluable opportunity. 

Although John works as a delivery nan for 
Domino’s Pizza in Sierra Madre, his earnings are 
far from being enough to subsidize Olympic train¬ 
ing. The United States Olympic hopefuls must rely 
on the generosity of the individuals who recognize 
the effort put forth by our country’s athletes in 
bringing honor and pride to America by nitstanding 
achievements at the Olympic Games. 

We all watch the Olympics. We all get vicarious 
satisfaction when our athletes excel. We get goose 
bumps when the National Anthem is played while 
the Stars and Stripes are raised. Now we have the 
chance to become personally involved in the develop¬ 
ment of a brilliant athlete.

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School board discusses spraying; 
parent urges safety measures 


The Arcadia Board of 
Education last week 
joined a growing 
number of groups pub¬ 
licly discussing the 
issue of aerial spraying 
of malathion to eradicate 
the Mediterranian fruit 
ny. 

While no formal vote 
was taken, board mem¬ 
bers Michael Alli¬ 
son, Bob Kladifko and 
Joann Steinmeier were in 
general agreement 
that there should be a 
halt to the spraying, 
while Jim Bryant and 
Mary Dougherty were 
concerned about such a 
halt. They did agree that 
there should be aggressive 
research to determine 
long-term effect of the 
spraying. 

It is expected that a 
resolution regarding 
the eradication efforts 
will be brought to the 
board at its next meeting. 
The Arcadia City 
Council already has 
passed a resolution urging 


Governor George Deuk- 
mejian to direct an im¬ 
mediate halt to the aerial 
malathion spraying pro¬ 
gram until a scientific 
advisory panel can 
prove that malathion is 
safe to the public. 

Linda ConsaIvi, an 
Arcadia mother of two 
children, spoke to the 
board members from a 
written statement, 
expressing her con¬ 
cern about ‘‘how re¬ 
peated exposure to mala¬ 
thion may affect the 
health of our children and 
the operation of our 
schools.” 

Recognizing that it 
may be some time before 
the spraying actually 
stops, she asked the 
school board to follow a 
‘‘consistent and uniform 
program” which would 
“protect all our child¬ 
ren against exposure 
to this dangerous chem¬ 
ical while they are at 
school.” 


She suggested a 
“malathion alert” much 
as the one used when 
there is a smog episode, 
washing off outside 
eating areas and drink¬ 
ing fountains before the 
children arrive at school, 
having children wash 
hands with soap 
after recess and before 
lunch on the day follow¬ 
ing a malathion spray¬ 
ing and using alternatives 
to the grass areas at 
school following each 
spraying. 

She concluded by 
asking the board to 
protect “the health of 
our students during 
this current pesticide 
bombardment.” 

In response to Con- 
salvi’s statement. 
Superintendent-elect Ter¬ 
rence Towner said that 
the district has ad¬ 
dressed rtic issue and is 
doing most of the 
things that she recom¬ 
mended. 


Foster homes needed 
for Arcadia children 


Thirteen foster homes 
in Arcadia are not enough 
to fill the quarterly need 
of an average of 20- 
25 local children who 
come into the program 
sponsored by the Los 
Angeles County 
Department of Children’s 
Services, reports 
Gary Foss, a children’s 
social worker and foster 
home recruiter. 

These children come 
to the attention of the 
county department be¬ 
cause of five major rea¬ 
sons; abuse, neglect, 
abandonment, exploita¬ 
tion and parental incapa¬ 
city, explains Foss, who 
adds that over one-third 
of the children who come 
in the county program 
are victims of abuse, 
whether it be physical, 
sexual or emotional. 

Exploitation refers 
to adults who use 
children for illegal 
purposes, such as steal¬ 
ing, shoplifting, and 
prostitution. 

Other children come 
from homes where the 
parents have emotional 
and mental problems 
as well as serious drug 
or alcohol problems 
that render them in¬ 
capable of taking care 
of their offspring, 
adds Foss. 

The goal of Children’s 
Services is to help 
rehabilitate parents and 
reunite the children with 


their families. Overall, 
80 percent of the kids 
who go into the pro¬ 
gram do go back to their 
families, while six to seven 
percent will never be able 
to go back home and the 
court orders a permanent 
plan, usually adoption, 
according to Foss. 

While the agency is 
working with the family 
in hopes of a permanent 
reunion, a foster 
home is needed. Foster 
families are married cou¬ 
ples or single people 
who come from every 
religious and ethnic- 
background and from 
all walks of life, 
explains the agency’s 
brochure. 

Foster families pro¬ 
vide the foster child with 
the basic needs:- food, 
clothing, shelter, love 
and a feeling of belong¬ 
ing. 

Foster families receive 
a small monthly allow¬ 
ance for the child’s ex¬ 
penses, and medical is 
provided. “We don’t 
pay foster parents to 
be foster parents,” 
explains Foss, adding 
that it is a false concept 
that people go into the 
program for the money. 
“People go into the foster 
program because of their 
dedication to kids, 
not for money.” 

The average stay with 
a foster family is 12-14 
months; however, it can 
be as little as a few days

or as long as several years. 

Though there is a real 
need for foster families 
in the Arcadia area, 
the need is great all 
throughout Los Angeles 
county, where some 1100 
children each month come 
into the program that 
serves an average of 
26,000 children on a 
monthly basis. 

There is a critical 
need for infant and 
toddler care, specifically 
for the medically fragile 
babies who are born 
to drug and alcohol 
abusers. Each month 
some 235 such babies 
need placement. This 
has reached “epidemic- 
proportions,” said Foss. 

The Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Children’s Services 
conducts monthly meet¬ 
ings to explain the 
foster program in Alta- 
dena and in Monrovia. 
On the second Monday 
of each month, the 
meetings are held at 7 
p.m. in the Altadena 
Library, and on the third 
Friday at 1:30 p.m., they 
are the Monrovia Com¬ 
munity Center. 

Foss explains that 
there is obligation to 
attend one of these 
meetings, but that it is 
a good way for potential 
foster families to learn 
about the program which 
provides full-time tem¬ 
porary care for child¬ 
ren who are in need.
